In seven states bordering the 
Mississippi River, the American 
.Red Cross has under its care up- 
pitoxii^ately 50,000 refugees who 
hate hed from their homes after ’ 
flood waters had inundated miles 
of fertile farms and communities. 

While its officials at the scene 
are working night and day to give 
every possible assistance to the 
homeless, the 3000 chapters of 
the Red Cross are raising a relief , 
fund to care fur them until con¬ 
ditions make possible a return to 
their homes. It is believed that 
food, shelter, clothing and medical 
aid will have to be supplied fur at 
least four weeks 4n the northern 
section of the flooded district uml 
for possibly eight week.s in the 
southern area. 

Since December ,the Reil Cross 
has been engaged in flood relief 
in many scattered Mississippi 
Valley communities which felt the 
effects of the oncoming Hood 
earlier than others. Prior to April 

I, it had administered relief in 

ten such communities, and since 
that time the disaster has assumed 
major proportions, with the offi- | 
cial prediction that the Huoil this ; 
year will be the worst the coun- I 
try has suffered for a quarter of 
a century. I 

Daily reports of the Hood sit- I 
uation show an increasingly ter- ; 
ribh* condition. The magnitude of 
the losses can scarcely he esti¬ 
mated until the Hoods have re¬ 
ceded. After the period of weeks 
during which the refugees must: 
be maintained, there will be u i 
period of readjustment and re¬ 
habilitation. In countless cases 
everything will have been swept 
away, even the land, so the people 
will have U) make a complete 
new start. i

No longer need we struggle to 
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meats, streets, water, police, fire, building 
inspection and engineering, each with a de¬ 
partment head, or superintendent. Each 
department head is given a limited amount 
of authority and is responsible, through a 
committee chairman, to the board of trus¬ 
tees. The lack of essential unity here pre¬ 
vents any very definite placing of responsi¬ 
bility anywhere along the line. 

Furtheimore, the various city depart¬ 
ments overlap in their functions, making 
further for confusion and inefficiency. What 
happens, for instance, when the water de¬ 
partment is to lay a pipe line along a public 
street ? 'I'lie engineer’s department is called 
on to survey the lines and levels. The water 
dei)artnient’s ditch-digging crew may or 
may not follow the line. The pipe is laid 
and the ditch is refilled. Then the street 
department has to resurface the street. 
I’hree diffeient departments have a hand in 
the job. If there are delays in the work, 
01 ' if anything goes wiong, who is respon¬ 
sible? Doesn’t the situation piomote the 
gentle art of “pa.ssing the buck?” Of course 
it does when the easiest way out is to hang 
it on some other department. The taxpayer 
who wants to know just which department 
is to be held accountable might just as well 
try to find out how old Ann is. 

“Well, what’s the answer?” is the natural 
question. To begin with, no organization 
cun get results without the conferring of 
some powei- and authoi’ity. And this can¬ 
not be scattei ed among a lot of people with- 
a similar smattering of responsibility, and 
when responsibility is scattered efficiency 
and good results are lost at the start. 

The city ti ustees could combine the work 
ot the water, street, inspection and engin¬ 
eering depaitments under a single head to 
great advantage. Police work requiies a 
different type of man and might better be 
considered alone. But one man with en- 
gineeiing knowledge and practical experi¬ 
ence could handle the other departments 
with a working foreman in each. There 
would be one absolute es.sential to succe.ss 
toi' such a plan: Get a good man, give him 
authority and backing, and then I'esponsi- 
bility will be definitely placed whei'e real 
results can be expected. Such a plan ought 
to result in sufficient .saving to moi'e than 
justify any neces.sary revision of salary 
schedules. 

Somebody may rai.se the cry of “city 
manager,” if that happens to l)e their pet 
bugaboo, i’eihaps it would be about as 
clo.se to that plan as a sixth-class city could 
get. Names do not mean much. It’s the 
results which are important, and this seems 
to offer the greatest promise of anything 
pi'opo.sed for getting results in our muni¬ 
cipal affairs. 

Any man who has served on the board of 
tiustees knows how iioi)ele.ss the present 
system is. Sierra Madre has hail the serv¬ 
ices of a splendid lot of business men on its 
board of trustees, men of proven ability in 
important business. Most of them have re¬ 
signed from office. And if they were to 
give the real rea.son, in most cases it would 
doubtless be the hopeless feeling that they 
have had about getting satisfactory results 
out of such a .system as now exists. 

Before filling any of the vacancies, the 
city trustees would plea.se a large number 
of taxpayers by giving .serious consideration 
to this proposed plan of reorganization. 

(Since this editoiial was written a peti¬ 
tion, has been put into circulation requesting 
the city trustees to advance Mr. Udell’s 
.salary sufficiently to I'ctain him in the city’s 
service. With that movement, the News 
has full sympathy. But whether he is re¬ 
tained or not, there is no good rea.son why 
the suggested changes could not be put into 
effect.)

W ITH one vacancy exi.sting and another 
in prospect in city departments the 
question natiuariy arises, “'A'ho will be ap¬ 
pointed to fill the vacancies?” The question 
has been put to the News many times dur¬ 
ing the past week, but the News has to 
confess lack of any knowledge or influence 
which would throw light on the probabilities. 

However, Lheie is another side to the 
matter that is perhaps more basic than that 
of per.sonel. City officials cune and go. 
And thei'e is suiprisingly little dilference 
between the results achieved by the good 
ones and the bad ones. The fault is not 
with the individuals so much as with the 
system under which they work. 

If one were planning deliberately to block 
efficient public service and administration it 
would hardly be possible to devi.se a worse 
system than that laid down by the laws of 
California for cities of the sixth class. The 
pre.sent form of government is a handicap 
to the capable and a shield to the incapable 
city official and employe. Right now would 
seem to be a good time to consider a re¬ 
alignment of city afi'airs in the hope that 
bettei’ results may be obtained in the future 
than in the past. 

This reference to unsatisfactory results 
is not a critici.sm of any individual or group. 
It will rather serve to excu.se good men for 
inability to get results on a par with what 
they would have .secured in theii- own busi¬ 
ness, and to explain why inferior men can 
get by with a grade of service which would 
not keep them on a piivate payroll for a 
week. 

First, forgetting personalities entirely, 
consider what a headless city government is 
provided by law. F'ive trustees are elected 
on an equal footing with the city clerk ami 
treusurei'. From their own number the 
trustees elect a chairman who is mei'ely a 
presiding oflicei’ at board meetings and who 
is carefully denied any pai-ticular aiithoi'ity.
